OK Given Minidoka 
Repayment Contract 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 11 (jP)— Approval of an Interim re- 
payment contract with American falls reservoir district No. 
2, Gooding division, on the Minidoka, Ida., reclamation proj- 
ect, was announced by the interior department. 

William E. Wame, aasiatont secretary of the interior, said 
the new contract, as drawji up by him, has for its major pur- 
poses the following: 

1. To establish at 20,300 acres the maximum area of new 
lands within the district to be developed. 

2. To outline more clearly the terms of the existing con- 
tract of September, 1927, as 
to expenditures which may be 
Included In the maximum ob- 
ligation of ?5,000,000 estab- 
lished by that contract. 

3. To provide a rvrlsed formula 
for the distribution of construction 
costs between new and old lands, but 
to defer at least imtil completion of 
all construction under the contract, 
any TevL^lan of the repayment 
schedule now In, effect, 

BerUei Aiacanneiil 
i. To revise existing contract pro- 
TlalDna on the 'maximum amount of 
the annual operation and mainte- 
nance charge to be assessed by the 
district against new lands durlrui the 
first flvo years of tbetr development. 

B. To provide for a difcrmtnt of 
tBO.tOS of the district's construction 
chaisa Installment lor 1048. the de- 
ferment to bo poued on by the dis- 
trict to 3,SSS acres of new lands. 
FaTment Adequate 
Kenneth Manihalt. acting commU- 
sloner ot reclamation, mid the exist- 
ing maximum repayment obligation 
of the Irrigation district Is adequate 
aa to amount. 
"The repayment problem In this 
kso Is that of clarirylng an am- 
biguity In the present contract as to 
what expenditures may probably be 
charged within the present obllga-

"Actual construction la nubstan- 
Ually completed. There remains only 
some addlUonal work in the main 
canal to reduce seepage losses."

First of Concert Series Here 
Is Good, Progi'am Exceptional

with an extremely well chosen 
program, the Paganlnl quartet 
opened the Community Concert se- 
ries at the high cchool auditorium 
Wednesday night. 

Artists were Henri Tcmlanka, 
nrst violin; Oustave Rosseels. sec- 
ond violin; Robert Courte. vlohi. and 
Adolphe Frealn. 'ceUIsL The four 
InstrumonU used were made by 
Gtradtvartus more than SOO years 
ago and at one time were owned 
by NIcolo Paganlnl. 

The program consisted of three 
quartets by Haydn. Beethoven and 
Dvorak. Haydn's Quartet In 
Opus M. No. 5, better known 
"TTie Lark," brought out tho full 
tone of the four Instruments as well 
as tho aklll of the musicians. In tho 
first movement. Allegro moderato, 
tho first violin played counter- 
polnL The second mcrvemcnt, Adag. 
to Cantablle, was perhaps the most 
expresttve In Ita-qulel meditation. 
Final movement* of the Raydn 
quartet were Menuetto and Finale. 

Beethoven's Quartet in C major. 
Opua SO, No. S, was the oeoood quar- 
tet on the program. Moremenia 
were Allegro. Menuetto. in which 
the first violin was outstanding; 
Andante ContabUe and AUesro. 



Alter Intermission tho musicians 
played Dvorak's Quartet In M rao- 
Jor. Opua DO. which was wTltlen oy 
tho composer during his residence 
In New York and is dlstlneUvely 
American In style. The first move- 
ment was Allegro ma non troppo. 
The second movement. Lento, 
brought out the Impressive melody 
In a minor key which was emplia- 
slied by the overtones of the 'cello 
pliilcato. Third and fourth move- 
menU were Mollo vivace and Finale. 

As an encore the quartet played 
Haydn'a Serenade in which the first 
violin carried the melody while tho 
other instrumcnta were plidcato. 

Although the aelecUona Irom 
which a string quartet haa to choose 
lor a concert are somewhat more 
limited than those for complete or- 
chestration, the program of the 
Paganlnl quartet was well bal- 
anced. 

Audience reaction was more than 
favorable ■ with tho quartet receiv- 
ing thrto curtain calls at IntermU- 
•Jon and a tremendous omtlon at 
the end of the program.

HlHh-ranking dIplomaUo authori- 
tlM expressed the belief that the 
Kremlin would exploit any confer- 
ence between President Truman and 
Premier Josef Stalin solely for Its 
propaganda value. 
The;.e sources predicted that Rus- 
a would waste no time In u.nlng 
such a two-power meeUng to weaken 
cooperation between tlie United 
BUitci and the non-communl; 
" ons of western Europe. 

They BugRcatcd a conference be- 
tween tile two leaden would give 
RiL«la additional ammunition to 
sabotage the Marshall plan and tho 
proposed north AtlanUc security oJ. 

The Washington Times-Herald re. 
ported Monday that a Ttuman.- 
Slalln meeting might be In the wind. 
The report waa picked up by tho 
Soviet news agency Tasa and was 
heavy piny In Moscow neft^. 
. . \ yesterday. This was Inter- 
preted generally ns a sign that the 
Ru.i3lans arc not opposed to the Idea, 
The ntato department hcnved an 
otriclal sigh of relief when a spokea- 
mnn for the Prealdent said at Key 
West, Fin., that Mr, Truman had 
"no pinna" for a meeting with Stolln. 
unleia the Soviet leader came to thla 
country. 

In the opinion of state department 
olllclala, BUch a meeting probably 
would be unprofitable and even 
harmful until the United States 
builds up Ita military strength so 
that Russia understands American 
foreign policies mean "business." 

Moreover, diplomats believe tho 
Soviets have ample opportunity to 
demonstrate any nmliy with the west 
In BerUn. In the United Nations, and 
elsewhere.

Airlift Planes Flying 
Despite Russ Threat 

BERLIN, Nov. 11 (/P>— American and British plonos flow 
the supply route to Berlin today In tho faco of a Russian 
threat to force down planes straying from the 20-miIc wide 
air corridors to tho former German capital. 

The American answer to the RuBsians' threat, made last 
niffht, was a terse promise from Gen. Lucius D. Clay, Ameri- 
can military novcrnor, that "wo will keep them flying." 

Both British and U. S. au- 
thorities said publicly tho 
Rua.iians would be held re- 
sponsible for any action they 
take. 

Tlie Russians, ctUng a long list ot 
alleged violation of their territory, 
also said they would force down "all 



corrldDTB. 

Complain on Commercials 
Tlie second threat presumably re- 
fers to non- military planes, which 
do not carry nationality markers. 
The Russians have complained of 
commercial flights In the BtrUn air 
corridors. 

Some official sources tended 
dbcount the Soviet nota as another 
move In tho "war ot nerves." 

The Russians posted another 
warning at the Berlin air ssfety cen- 
ter that they will hold three hours 
of alr-to-olr (probably plane to tar- 
get) firing practice today over a 
field In Lho British Bueckeburg atr 
corridor. At other points In the cor-

Dr. J, W. Creed, Twin Palls county 
coroner. Issued a statement Wednes- 
day evening In which he used the 
accidental death of S-year-old Bar- 
ley James Roy aa an Illustration 
wllh which to warn the public. 

The coroner said it waa his un- 
derstanding the txiy^ body was 
moved u> the roadside Immediately 
after the youngaler had been nm 
over by a school bus. 

"I am criticising no one." said Dr. 
Creed. "In this particular liutance 
It may have been neceaaary to move 
the body to protect It against on- 
coming traffic There are circum- 
stances at Umos under which ac- 
cident victims cannot be left In the 
highway, particularly When there 
Is no ona to guard traffic 



"^ut thla accident does aervc aa 
a reminder that aU Inexperienced 
pcraona should avoid moving anyone 
who la aerloualy Injured or even 
those who are apparently dead. 

"It la possible that unskilled han- 
dllng would seriously aggravate on 
Injury caused by an accident, even 
to tho extent of causing death, 
which otherwise might not result, 
. "Even though tt may seem the 
humane thing to do." said Dr. 
Creed, "the public must realise that 
to move an Injured person may 
prove tho actual cause of his death."

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WHAT WILL TRUMAN D07 
Mr. Truman Is now on his own. And belnff 
Prealdent by popular choice Instead of by ac- 
cident la bound to make a great dllforence. 
The country will be waiting with Interest and 
perhaps some anxiety to sec how his reac- 
tion to the vote will arrcct his attitude and 
policies. 

It seems natural that the election results 
might give Mr. Truman more poise and con- 
fidence and stature. But will ho feci venRC- 
ful toward those In his party who abandoned 
him to what seemed certain defeat, and left 
him to win his amazing victory almost single- 
handed? Will that victory encourage him 
to strike out on a bold course, or w^U the 
narrowness ot its margin dictate prudence 
and caution? 

Will he attempt to reassemble the Demo- 
cratic party with the same components that 
adhered to It in the Roosevelt days, or will 
he try to purge the extremists and scuttle 
their Wallace and Dlxlccrat parties? Will he 
administer the country's affairs with an eye 
toward .re-election? 

These questions, while they cannot bo an- 
swered now, may have a decLslve bearing on 
the conduct of our government and on world 
affairs In the next four years. And while the 
answers must wait on Mr. Truman's actions, 
some of the most important influences which 
will be brought to bear can already be seen. 

One Is the survival of the new deal tradi- 
tion. The 1946 congressional elections might 
have led some to believe that American opin- 
ion was shifting to the right of center. But 
on Not. 2 the majority vote shifted it right' 
back again. This was even more apparent In 
the turnover of congress than In the choice 
of President. 

How far and how quickly will Mr. Truman 
follow this lead? He may be Influenced by 
the knowledge that ho owes nothing to the 
big-clty leaders and many of the top south- 
em Democrats for his victory. Since neither 
BToup Is robidly now dcallsh. the President 
does not need to hesitate on their account. 
On the other hand he idoes owe something to 
jiro-ncw deal organized labor — not to the 
top-level leaders so much as to Junior offi- 
cials who rang doorbells and got out the vote 
that may have turned the tide. 

At"'the same. time there have been Indica- 
tions that Mr.'Tniipan may'hilTe clung to 
new deal policies through loyalty or duty or 
expediency more than through conviction. 
This suspicion is bolstered by hia cabinet ap- 
pointments. 

Another brake on any sweeping domestic 
program may be the expense. With stcppcd- 
up rearmament and the world aid program, 
and with peacetime toxcs as high as any pol- 
itician wants to see them, there aren't going 
to be any billions lying around lor unessen- 
tial projects. 

If the President does not take the very 
fact of his election as a signal for full speed 
ahead, then the size of his opposition may 
persuade him to go Blow. The smallest vote 
In 12 years gave him a plurality of a little 
more than 4 per cent, as against Mr. Roose- 
velt's majority of 18 per cent in 1932, 24 per 
cent in 1D36, and more than 7' per cent in 
1040 and 1044. Wendell Wlllkle, losing In 
1040, polled substantially the same number of 
rotes as Mr. Truman did this year. 

So the Importont factor of unity must be 
considered In Mr. Truman's program for the 
future. Unity wos Governor Dewey's theme in 
this campaign, and Mr. Truman was inclined 
to scoff at It. But we hope and trust that the 
scoffing was that of a campaigning 'politi- 
cian and that, as statesman, the President 
will chart a progressive course In domestic as 
well as foreign affairs that the whole coun- 
try can support and follow.

If this keeps up the American citizen mny 
reach the point where he carries more equip- 
ment than a telephone lineman. But that's 
probably a small price to pay lor banishing 
the specter of technological unemployment.

Outside those seven countries, the 
FAO found this picture: 

"For the world as a whole per 
capita supplies of food and libers 
are far below prewar levels. 

"£^-en taUns Into account covern- 
mcnt plana for substontlal Increases 
Tor ISIO-SO and beyond.

Purvis sold he probably would go 
to Washington, D. C, for the rato 
hearing before the ICO at which 
the railroads of the nation would 
present thcJr picas lor a rate In^ 
crease of 13 per cent. 

This Increase, aald Purvla. "when 
■uperlmpoaed on the many Increases 
already granted the raUroads of the ' 
countn-, will. If granted, raise the 
rateo to 03 per cent of what they 
were In June of IQIO." 

He said that the west has to face 
some problems concerning Increases 
which are not met In the east, 
where markcta are closer together.

Giant Pension Plan Bothering 
Legion Chiefs in Washington

WASinNOTON— Many top Amer- 
ican Legion officials ore unliappy 
and embarrawcd over the expensive 
veterans pension plans which the 
recent covcntlon dumped In their 
laps. 

Against their better Judgment 
however, they are mandated to 
nwlng the powerful guns of the Le- 
gion lobby behind these plana In 
an attempt to get them mode Into 

What makes tlie situation a por- 
tloularly hitter pUI for Wa-ihlnRton 
Legion officials Is the tact that top 
men of. the Vclernna of Foreign 
Wars are frankly admitting that 
VFW mcmbcni "raided" tlie Legion 
convention and had a big hand In 
getting the pemilon plans shoved 
through at Mlnml. 

If passed by congress the pen- 
sions would ccbL n, S. toxpayrrn 
about $3,000,000,000 a year at first 
and within five years might be 
costing up to )5.O0O,000,0OO annually. 

One plan would givo all ■ World 
war I veterans the same pcnnlorui . 
being given to SpanLih-Amerlcnn 
war vets. Thai's M3.a0 a month 
at the age of 63 and (eo a' month 
at the age ot OS. It al.vi provides 
pension.! for widows and orphans 
of the vctj who were getting pcn- 

Another plon would glvc'JGO a 
month to World war I and World 
war II veb when they reach the 
ago ot BS and (7S a month when 
they reach eS. Approximately IjllH,- 
000 first world wnr men and 317.000 
lost war vot.1 would qualify tor this 
money In lOiO. Dy 1Q55. 11 la esti- 
mated that a tola] ot 3^00,000 men 
would be Belting the pension. Tills 
plan also Includes pensions to 
widows and orphans of the vets. 

Since the war. a hig faction In 
the VPW has been worklnn hard 
to get one ot several liberal pen- 
sion and bonus Ideas approved by 
congress. But VnV leaders rcal- 
lio they have been unaueccsstul 
because the Legion hasn't Joined 



forces with the VFW to present . 
united front In hehalf ot such a 
coaily measure. 

More llian a year ago It occurred 
to these avid VFW pension sup. 
porters to Join various local Leglor 
posts, become active and try lo put 
their Ideas across tn this manner. 
A man can be a member ot belli 
RTouiM. It Is now admitted by both 
Legion and VFW officials that IhLi 
Kroiip was an Important locWr In 
gelling Ihe Miami Legion conven- 
tion to adopt the pension plans dur- 
ing the contusion ot one of ihe 
meetings. 

In addition to opposing pensions 
for veterans Just because they 
reach a certain age, many key 
Legionnaires fear that adoption ot 
a general pension plan as a goal 
of the Legion might create serious 
Intenial dissension. And Uiat Is Jus 
what Li happening over It, 

Already, many World war i: 
members are saying that the pen. 
slou Idea Is Just a boondoggle foi 
the World war I boys. The aver, 
age npo of flr^t world wnr vets Is S5. 
That's the ago at which Ihe pcn- 
i.lon would Mart under the one plan. 
There has aiwoys been some 
smouldering resentment among the 
younger vela In the Legion toward 
the older ones. But so far there 
han never been a spill between 
them oier an Important Issue. It 
Is feared Uial the pension Issue may 
be the one to cause It. 

Another big facllon'ln the Legion 
whicli Is bitterly opposed to giving 
pensions to veterans Jusl because 
they grow old Li made up ot the 
disabled veLi and those who are 
working to help Uicm. The re- 
habilitation work of Uie Legion

done more than anything else to 
Justify Its existence.

I inlked to 0 former officer of the 
Imperial navy, who now rides around 
the vast Kure base on a bicycle as 
a courier for the occupation forces. 
I a.ikcd him how he felt when he 
looked at the ruins of the once great 
fleet. He sailed on the "Yamato." 
the biggest bnttlcshlp ever bullL Be- 
side the "Yamato." Brllnln's "Van- 
guard," America's "Iowa." and Ocr- 
many's "Bismarck' would be dwarf- 
ed. She was built at Kure, secretly, 
all under cover. But she didn't last 
long. She had barely reached the 
sea before she was hit and sunk by 
American carrier-based t>ombcn and 
torpedo alroraft. Eleven torixdo hits 
finished her off, and only 300 of her 
complement of nearly 3,000 survived. 

"It was a dreadful sight," the 
former officer told me. "A dreadful 
alghl."

■•Addressing agricultural leaders, 
he concludes, 'there will be a drive 
lor tho sale of savings bonds for 
lonn people partlcxilarly, beginning 
Nov. II. You will do a real aervlce 
If you will put forth a special effort 
during Ihb drive not only to urge 
the farm , peopla. .with whom you 
work to Invest In mvlnss bondi, but 
also wherever colled upon by tho 
treasury department to help build 
a peacetime organliatJon of TOlun- 
tecr workers.

NEW YORK— (NEA>— A Colum- 
bia university student of Interna- 
tional law, assigned to write a term 
paper, telephoned to his professor, 

"How many footnotes should 
there be on a page?" ho asked. 

Without hesitation the professor 
answered: "Seven, of course." 

When tho paper came In. every 
alnalc page had exactly seven foot- 
notes. Because of thai II received a 
very low grade, 

Tha story la totd to llluafrato sev- 
eral facets of the character of Dr. 
Fhlllp Caryl Je.iaup. a llttle-publl' 
clzed American who la carrying 
much of tho burden. In Purls, of 
battling Russia's vlluperatl' 
drel Vlshlnsky about the Berlin 
blockade. 

Jcasup has been an Invaluable 
member of the U, S. United Nations 
staff since tlie summer o[ 1010. But 
he never really burst hilo tho pub- 
eyes until the day In Parin, af- 
Vlshlnslcy had delivered one of 
his bitterest tirades against this 
' country and tho rest of tho non- 
communlfit world, and Jcssup an- 
swered him. 

It would Have been easy for the 
American to blow his top, as Brit' 
aln'a Devln did, or to answer In bit- 
ing t«rms as Belclum's Spaolc did. 
But Jes3up quietly, In measured 
tones of a lull, rcioimdlnR voice, 
confined himself to telling Vlshlns- 
ky that when tho shouting wits all 
over, the Berlin Issue still would be 
' before tfiff ON lor dticusslDn. 

At Columbia, until ho took leave 
of absence In early 1B*1 lo devote 
lull lime to the United Nallon.i, Jes- 
sup was one of thc^e rare profe-nora 
who can drive their students, de- 
mand tliclr utmost, and still be 
highly popular. 

He Is pleasant, helpful. Even when 
he doubted In brass for six monlh.i 
between his classes and tho UN ho 
never was too bu-ny to sec any stU' 
dent and help him, Ho Is tolerant, 
even of ignorance. But stupidity— 
such, lor Instance, an that of a stu- 
dent who thinks term papers will be 
judRed by the number of footnotes 
to tfie page — can make him boll. 

Ho Is known among n.vioclates and 
students as a master at handling 
work. He con demolish a big pile of 
mall In a lew minutes of dictation. 
He reaches conclusions quickly, 
formulates statements ea.dly and 
understandably, and Is hard to 
shake In a decision. 

As a teacher he u.ved the Socratic 
method of qucatlonliig. and 
bug on detail. He expected meticu- 
lous performance by studcnla, and, 
In turn, read their papers so care- 
fully tliat few errors In spelling 
punctuation escaped without mark- 
ing. 

Only tlie general public was sur- 
prised when President Truman ap- 
pointed Jcssup last January as dep- 
uty reprcientatlvo to the "Ilttlo 
sembly." whoro he presented U. 
proposals for 31 changes In security 
council voting procedure that ho 
had done much of the work of draft- 
ing. Ills ability and achievement had 
long been known to laMdcrs. 

m Juno tlie PrcAldent mado him 
deputy to Ambassador Warren Aus- 
tin on tho security council, after 
Ilorschel Johnson had been 
ombassador to Bratll, In September 
ho waa named with Marshall, AuS' 
tin, Mrs. Roosevelt and Dulles a; 
representative to the Paris session 
o[ the general assembly. 

Jeisup's great-grandfather. 
Ham Jcssup, presented to tlic OOP 
convention of IBOO the platform on 
which Abraham Lincoln was elect- 
ed President. His father, Henrj-, was

Workers* force and the Cath- 
olic CFTO (French Federation ol 
Christian unions) are cooperating 
with the ERP and not pulling any 
bis strikes. On th local level, how- 
over, the COT can bring heavy pres- 
sure on their leaders 'to joint In 
demonstrations .of "working: doss 
solidarity." 

KtrUes Tailored 

The revolving strikes, sometimes 
called "harassing" or •■Irrllallon" 
strikes, vrcre tailored to fit thene 
now conditions. The common report 
is that general Instructions were 
passed along Irom Paris to com- 
munist cells all over Prance — make 
trouble wherever you can through 
the COT. but keep it sJiori. 

Trouble Is Just what happened. 
One week the stevedores at Qron 
would be out. and the metal work- 
ers at Marullle. Within a few days 
they would be back at work, but 
before then Paris suburbanites 
would bo vrtlhout bus service over 
a week - end and Urcet cleaners at 
Lyon would miss two or three 
rounds of garbage collections. Liter- 
ally thousands ol these strikes ifcre 

Besulta 

The results: Some pubUo Irrlta' 
M tlon. though not enough to support 
atrong govenunent action; a few 
local Improvements in wages and 
■A-orklng conditions rw^lclT'ptttbably 
K-ould have come anyn-oy), and an 
economy kept' btl balance by a scries 
of short Jabs to vital spots.

Its olllctal theory 
was that all walkouts had ordinary 
trade tmlon motives on- the local 
level and tlial there was no central 
direction.
